To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 

oj  Pennsiflvania* 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Assem¬ 
bly,  passed  the  16th  of  March,  1832,  requiring  the  State  Treasurer  to 
make  an  annual  report  on  the  subject  of  Finance,  the  following  is  re¬ 
spectfully  submitted. 

As  on  former  occasions  the  State  Treasurer  has  confined  the  present 
report  to  the  several  subjects  more  immediately  connected  with  the 
support  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State;  under  a  belief  that  in  so 
doing  he  would  better  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  law  under  vvhich 
it  is  made,  respectfully  referring  the  Legislature  for  detailed  exhibits 
of  the  financial  operation  of  the  government,  to  the  several  reports  of 
the  Auditor  General ;  the  canal  commissioners  ;  the  commissioners  of 
the  internal  improvement  fund,  and  the  printed  report  of  the  State 
treasurer,  under  the  act  of  30th  March,  1811. 

Th«t  the  report  now  submitted  may  be  more  readily  comprehended, 
1  have  caused  tabular  statements  to  be  made  out  and  appended  to  it, 
to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer  under  the  following  heads  : 

1st.  Amount  of  Slate  debt. 

2d.  Amount  of  public  property, 

3d.  Receipts  add  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  31st  Octo¬ 
ber,  1839- 

4th.  An  estimate  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  year, 
ending  the  31st  October,  1840. 

5th.  Appropriations  and  balances  of  appropriations  unpaid  the  31st 
October,  1839,  with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  likely  to  be  called  for 
during  the  year,  ending  3lst  of  October,  1840. 

By  referring  to  statement  marked  A.  you  will  find  that  the  State 
debt  amounts  to  $34,141,663  80;  being  an  increase  over  the  debt  of 
last  year  of  $3,966,358  83 — much  of  this  arose  from  the  necessity  of 
meeting  debts  contracted  for  and  unpaid  by  the  late  administration. 
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In  accordance  with  lormer  practice  I  give  also  the  amount  of  public 
properly,  viz:  $*13,259,085  28.  This  item  under  the  head  of  public 
property  is  composed  of  Bank,  Turnpike  road.  Rail  road,  Canal  navi¬ 
gation  and  Bridge  stock,  to  which  is  added  the  appropriations  to  our 
public  works:  much  of  these  stocks,  as  well  as  appropriation,  will 
never  be  available  to  the  commonwealth  in  the  form  of  revenue,  and 
hence  will  not  go  lar  to  balance  our  State  debt.  The  loan  of  the  26th 
January,  1839,  amounting  to  $1,200,000,  was  negociated  and  applied 
as  follows  :  $220,000  to  pay  the  loan  per  act  of  30th  March,  1824, 

and  $610,530  00  was  applied  to  pay  a  temporary  loan  made  to  pay 
intereat  on  the  1st  February,  1839.  The  balance  was  applied  to  pay 
deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  under  the  act  of  14th  April,  l-838j 
and  to  deficiency  in  the  Iniernal  improvement  fund. 

The  loan  per  act  of  the  9th  of  February,  1839,  for  $1,280,000  was 
also  negociated  and  applied  as  directed  in  the  act  of  assembly,  except 
$380,000,  which  was  applicable  to  the  Frankstown  breach.  Owing  ti 
the  manner  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  in  repairing  said  breach, 
the  Auditor  General  found  it  impossible  to  audit  said  account  without 
further  Legislative  action  .;  of  the  above  sum,  part  is  on  deposit  in  thi 
Girard  Bank,  and  part  in  the  Bank  of  Harrisburg. 

The  loan  of  the  27th  March,  1839,  for  $470,000  was  also  procure 
and  $380,000  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  stock  certificate  of  th( 
loan  of  30th  March,  1824,  and  $90,000  to  the  stock  certificate  of  tht 
loan  of  1st  May,  1829. 

By  act  of  27th  June,  1839,  the  executive  was  authorized  to  procun 
a  loan  of  $1,150,000,  to  meet  the  payment  of  temporary  loans  of  183f! 
and  1838  amounting  to  $1,000,000,  and  a  stock  loan  of  11th  March, 
1825,  payable  the  1st  January,  1840,  amounting  to  $150,000^ 

By  a  provision  of  the  above  act,  the  holders  of  the  certificates  o 
temporary  loans  had  the  option  of  converting  them  into  permanen 
certificates.  The  holders  of  the  above  certificates  availed  themselve 
of  this  provison,  and  took  permanent  certificates  of  loan  to  the  amoun 
of  $837,500  00;  the  balance  of  the  above  $1,000,000,  viz.  $162,500 
has  not  been  adjusted,  the  holders  not  availing  themselves  of  the  abov< 
provision,  the  balance  of  the  loan,  viz.  $150,000  is  on  deposite  in  th( 
Bank  of  the  United  States  to  meet  the  payment  on  the  1st  Janua 
ry,  1840. 

By  the  4th  section  of  the  above  act  the  Executive  was  authorized  t( 
borrow  any  sum  that  might  be  necessary  to  meet  any  deficiency  ii 
the  Internal  lmprovement  fund,  to  pay  interest  on  the  1st  of  Augus 
last,  under  this  section  $220,000  was  borrowed  and  remains  unpaid 
The  temporary  loan  of  $150,000  to  pay  debts  due  on  the  Geitysbur; 
rail  road  has  not  been  negociated. 

The  loan  per  act  of  I9th  July,  1839,  was  also  negociated,  an< 
$1,200,000  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury  in  the  Bank  o 
the  United  States  and  the  Berks  Gounty  Bank.  The  balance  of  th 
above  amount,  with  the  sums  on  deposite  in  the  Girard  Bank  and  th 
Harrisburg  Bank,  and  other  small  balances  in  the  treasury  makes  u; 
the  amount  on  hand  on  the  31st  October,  1839,  viz.  $1,337,170  64 
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)f  the  said  balance  there  is  applicable  to  construction  and  repairs  of 
l;anal.s  and  rail  roads  $1,280,000,  leaving  $57,170  G4  to  be  applied 
0  ordinary  treasury  purposes. 

The  receipts  on  canal  and  rail  road  tolls,  including  motive  power, 
fere  estimated  in  the  last  report  are  $1,250,000,  they  fell  short  of 
his  amount,  about  $150,000  owing  no  doubt  to  the  depression  in  the 
noney  market,  and  the  consequent  failure  in  doing  the  business  that 
,vas  expected  during  the  last  fall  navigation.  The  other  items  of  re- 
l  enue  have  generally  sustained  the  estimate,  and  some  of  them  have 
exceeded  it.  I  have  this  year  estimated  the  tolls  to  amount  to  $1,.- 
100,000,  including  motive  power,  I  am  induced  to  believe,  that  the 
imouni  will  be  realized  notwithstanding  the  present  derangement  in 
,iur  monetary  affairs.  The  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  cross  cut  canal 
0  Akron,  will  be  in  active  operation  in  the  spring;  this  it  is  antici- 
laled  will  throw  much  additional  freight  on  our  main  line.  The 
|:anal  to  tide  will  also  be  open  for  navigation,  which  by  giving  an  outlet 
or  the  coal  and  other  products  of  the  branches  will  add  to  our  re- 
;eipts,  this  item  will  rather  exceed,  than  fall  below  the  estimate.  The 
ither  items  of  receipts  on  table  marked  B  being  carefully  compared 
vith  the  leceipts  of  former  years,  I  am  induced  to  believe  will  be  sus- 
ained ;  except  bank  dividends  and  taxon  bank  dividends,  on  these 
wo  last  items  it  is  impossible  to  speak  with  certainty,  and  depends 
|i!one  on  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks,  if  no  re- 
'  um.ition  takes  place,  the  law  precludes  the  banks  fron  declaring, 
lividends,  and  hence  no  tax  will  he  received,  acting  on  this  view  of 
he  subject,  and  in  accordance  as  he  believed  with  the  provision  of 
he  20ih  article  of  the  2nd  section  of  the  act  of  1824,  the  state  treas- 
irer  r^lused  to  receive  the  dividend  declared  in  November  last,  and 
ho&e  declared  in  May,  were  required  to  be  paid  in  specie,  in  accord- 
nnee  with  the  act  ol  27th  January,  1819,  this  may  effect  the  estimate 
10  the  amount  of  $200,000,  increasing  the  deficit  to  that  amount, 
i  By  referring  to  statement,  marked  C,  you  will  find  that  in  making 
he  estimate  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  October,  1840,  the  ordinary 
iuaymeuts  exceed  the  ordinary  revenue  $1,015,887  97,  which  deficit 
as  above  stated  may  amount  to  $200, OOu  more  on  the  contingency  of 
he  banks  not  resuming;  in  this  deficit  is  not  included  any  sum  for 
'■epatrs,  nor  for  any  other  objects  connected  with  the  improvement 
iiystem. 


With  an  annual  deficit  of  81,000,000  and  upwards  in  the  ordinary 
i‘eceip!s  and  expenditures,  it  is  lime  the  Legislature  should  pause  and 
pxamnie  how  it  is  to  be  met.  The  idea  of  borrowing  this  amount 
I rorn  year  to  year,  thereby  yearly  adding  to  the  deficiency,  I  hope 
vill  no;  be  entertained  for.  one  moment,  the  policy  would  be  ruinous 
0  iri'iividuals,  it  will  be  rubious  to  the  state. 

Oui  public  debt  is  now  above  $34,000,000  about  $30,000,000  of 
vhi  i  IS  bearing  interest  at  5  fier  cent,  this  would  require  annually 
iii51,r>0C  Ob')  to  pay  interest  to  which  must  be  added  $500, OOu,  for. 

'  inn  '  lepairs,  and  $10'). 000  for  collectors  and  lock-keepers  making 
^2,1  1  )  000,  to  meet  this  the  tolls  exclusive  of  motive  power  has 
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jnever  been  above  $850,000,  but  say  the  tolls  for  the  succeeding  year 
will  amount  to  $1,100,000,  which  is  above  the  amount  I  have  thought 
safe  to  estimate  them,  the  deficiency  will  be  $1,000,000  ;  if  this 
amount  is  to  be  met  by  taxation,  it  will  be  proper  that  1  should  under 
the  act  of  assembly  requiring  this  report,  suggest  some  proper  objects 
on  which  said  tax  should  rest.  I  said  in  a  former  report,  that  it  was 
a  well  known  fact  that  the  agricultural  portion  of  the  community  sus¬ 
tains  the  whole  of  the  expense  for  county  purposes,  and  that  justice, 
equity,  and  sound  policy  would  say,  that  they  should  bear  none  of 
this  burden.  The  tax  in  many  of  the  couniies,  for  county  purposes, 
amounts  to  half  a  cent  on  the  dollar.  We  have  in  this  state  in  bank, 
turnpike  roads  and  bridges,  loan  companies  and  insurance  companies 
stock  to  the  amount  ol  seventy  millions  of  dollars,  and  in  monies  or 
interests  on  bonds,  m»)rtgages  and  other  securities  estimated  to  amount 
to  fifty  millions,  bearing  an  interest  of  at  leasts  per  cent,  making  in 
the  aggregate,  $120,000,000,  this  as  a  tax  of  2  mills  in  the  dollar 
(less  than  one  half  that  landed  property  now  bears)  would  amount 
annually  to  $300,000,  and  could  be  collected,  as  far  as  stocks  are 
concerned  through  the  agency  of  the  companies  without  expense  to 
the  state.  I  would  also  recommend  the  repeal  of  that  part  of  the  tax 
on  retailers  licences,  which  confines  it  to  the  sale  of  foreign  merchan¬ 
dize,  which  instead  of  yielding  as  now  from  $60  to  $70,000,  would 
yield  from  gl20  to  $140,000  increase  say  $60,000;  on  tavern 
licenses  I  would  recommend  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent,  which  would 
give  an  increased  amount  of  $50,000.  I  would  also  suggest  the 
propriety  of  levying  a  lax  in  the  form  of  commissions,  and  a  per 
centage  on  the  amount  ol  sales  in  all  brokerage  and  exchange  offices, 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability  to  pay,  from  wliich  I  believe,  $75  to 
$80,000  could  be  raised,  and  if  there  was  a  failure  to  raise  a  revenue, 
it  might  have  the  wholesome  effect  of  abating  the  nuisance.  I  would 
also  recommend  a  tax  on  pleasure  carriages  from  which  $20  to 
$25,00'  could  be  raised,  thus

In  this  mode,  I  believe  a  tax  of  $510,000  could  be  realized  without 
adding  to  the  burdens  of  the  producing  community,  and  although,  our 
yearly  deficit  is  about  $1,000,000,  yet  with  the  annexed  annual  in¬ 
come,  and  the  anticipated  hope  that  our  canal  and  rail  road  tolls  may 
from  year  to  year  increase,  1  would  be  disposed  to  rest  at  present. 
1  think  that  with  due  regard  to  economy,  which  1  fondly  hope  will 
prevail  in  the  legislature  for  some  years  to  come;  and  with  this  annu¬ 
al  extra  addition  to  our  means,  that  we  may  extricate  ourselves  from 
our  present  unfortunate  financ  ial  difficulties.  If  such  is  not  the  case, 
I  have  so  much  confidence  in  the  patriotism  of  the  people  that  they 
will  submit  to  any  reasonable  imposition  of  tax,  rather  than  see  the 
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public  credit  violated.  Very  heavy  additional  annual  expenditures 
have  been  added  to  the  former  payments  of  the  treasury  within  the 
last  three  or  four  years,  without  providing  any  means  to  meet  them. 
The  most  prominent  are  the  appropriations  to  common  schools,  to 
colleges,  academies  and  female  seminaries.  Our  pension  list  is  in¬ 
creasing  I  believe  far  beyond  its  original  intention  of  relieving  the 
care  worn  soluier ;  the  judiciary  has  increased  far  beyond  former 
years ;  and  our  local  appropriations  have  become  enormous,  to  this 
add  the  great  increase  in  the  expenses  of  the  legislative  department 
of  the  government ;  these  matters  ought  to  engage  the  most  scrutini¬ 
zing  examination  of  the  legislature. 

There  are  a  set  of  claims  arising  out  of  our  improvement  system, 
which  bid  fair  to  be  very  onerous,  and  these  claims  are  thrown  for 
payment  on  our  exhausted  and  enfeebled  treasury ;  1  allude  to  the 
claims  made  by  contractors  on  our  public  works,  for  grievances 
either  real  or  imagined,  it  destroys  the  whole  force  and  effect  of  com¬ 
petition  in  bidding  for  contracts,  because  tie  contractor  cares  not  how 
low  he  takes  the  contract,  provided  he  has  some  assurance  that  the 
legislature  will  remunerate  him,  and  which  he  has  strong  ^surance 
they  will  do,  from  the  legislation  of  the  last  fgw  years  on  this  subject. 

If  the  legislature  will  refer  to  an  act,  passed  the  6th  of  April,  1830, 
hey  will  be  convinced,  that  it  contains  ample  provision  to  meet  any 
tease  of  real  grievance. 

The  legislature  will  have  to  provide  immediate  meanf?,  to  meet  the 
payment  of  interest  on  the  1st  of  February  next,  which  will  require 
something  more  than  $600,000.  There  is  also  $220,000  borrowed, 
to  pay  a  deficiency  in  the  interest,  in  August  last,  which  is  payable  on 
the  1st  of  March  next,  and  will  also  have  to  be  provided  for. 

For  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  repairs  for  the  ensuing  year, 
permit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Canal  Commissioners. 
The  report  of  the  internal  improvement  fund  will  inform  you  of  the 
deficiency  in  said  fund,  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  public  debt.
